TBI KENTUCKY RIVER IMPROVE- 
MENT. 

The extension of slack water navigat- 
ion on the Kentucky river Is a mutter of 
treat Importance, not only to that por- 
lon of the State for whose minerals and 
>ther prodnots it will furnish an nnob- 
itructed outlet, but to every portion of 
ihe Ohio and Mississippi Valley. To 
iiouisville the completion of the system 
of locks and dams which will mik« the 
river navigable all the year will be of 
great advantage and in about the same 
degree to Clnolnnatl, which is nearly 
equidistant from the mouth of the Ken- 
tucky river. Its value to all points below 
the mouth, even as far as New Orleans, 
will be understood when It Is reflected 
tbat coal oan then be brought at all sea- 
sons In barges to the mouth seven hun- 
dred miles nearer to the down stream 
market than Pittsburg. Thence It will 
find sufflolent water for transportation 
down the Ohio the greater part of the 
year and consumers will not be dependent 
upon the stage of water In the upper 
Ohio, which li for full one-half of the 
year nnnavlgable from low water and Ice. 
In this view the project is wholly relieved 
of what may apnear to the oasual mind to 
be a local one from the fact that the river 
is wholly within the State. But it is no 
more looal than the slack water of the 
Monongahela or Kanawha, whioh has 
been onlefly constructed and Is operated 
by the Federal Government. When these 
facts are considered the delay In the work, 
whioh has been long protracted with 
promises of Indefinite continuation, op- 
erates as a protection or bounty to the 
ooal on the other rivers by withholding 
from the market the competing Kentucky 
ooal. 

The history of this Improvement in 
brief Is as follows: Seventy years ago the 
State of Kentucky embarked In a great 
scheme of internal improvements which 
embraced the building of a railroad from 
Lexington to Frankfort, the leveling and 
damming of the Kentucky. Green and 
Licking rivers, and the construction of . 
an extensive system of turnpikes. It in- j 
volved the expenditure of five or six mil- 
lion dollars which did much to develop 1 
the State, but the management of the I 
system was so unprofitable that one by : 
one the State sold Its interests, first In , 
the railroad and later disposed of its locks 
and dams and turnpike stock until now | 
it has hut a small portion of the latter. 
In turn, the locks and dams became prac- ! 
tlcally valueless for lack of repairs and 
were leased to private corporations, but; 
In 18TO the slack water improvements of j 
the Kentucky river were ceded to the 
United States with the stipulation that 
they should be repaired and operated by i 
the government with no obarge for look- 
age, and with the understanding, not ex- 
pressed by formal contract, that the sys 
tent should be extended to the Three 
Forks of the Kentucky river 2«1 miles 
from its mouth. In 188a cession was 
Blade of the Green river improvements. 

At that time there had been completed 
five looks and dams, the upper, or No. 5, 
being fourteen miles above Frankfort. 
Appropriations were made by Congrtssof 

fr,. M t l two hundred thousand a jear 

which for many years was expended 
ohlefly in repairing the old works. Im- 
proving the general condition of the river, 
and In building ■ falling or hear trap 
dam at the Three Forks, which proved a 
failure. The tardiness anu wasteful ex- 
tvmilturc of money, chiefly from the 
hand to mouth system of small annual 
appropriations admitting of limited con- 
tracts were such that up to .Tune HO, 18H4. 
there had been expended fl. 4111, 121. 78. and 
only one new lock, No. ft, constructed. 
The number of locks required to extend 
navigation to the Three Forks was four- 
teen, leaving still eight more to 1» con 
structed. The same report for 18H4. from 
Whioh the foregoing figures are taken, 
estimated the cost of these new locks and 
dams at |l,3!W,0u0.
